I.—Real relig­ 
ious freedom conferred upon his sub­ 
jects by Emperor Nicholas as an Easter 
gift is an hi.doric event of the highest 
significance in comparison with which 
the remission cf millions of dollars of 
taxes to the peasantry, a long list of 
decorations and six pages of promo­ 
tions of bureaucratic officials are hard­ 
ly worth comment. 
Liberty of conscience has been re­ 
peatedly 
proclaimed and 
Procurator 
PobedonoStzeff in his famous reply to 
the evangelical petition 
of I SSS c on­ 
tended that it existed 
in tho empire. 
The fact is that as a trysting place all 
religions have been tolerated in Rus­ 
sia, but none has been allowed to tres­ 
pass 
upon 
the 
orthodox 
faith 
as 
enunciated from the mosque that faces 
the church on the Nevsky Prospect in 
St. Petersburg. 
People were free to 
remain in the faith of their fathers, but 
were prohibited from 
making prose­ 
lytes. 
Persecutions of every kind were di­ 
rected against the dissident sects, es­ 
pecially the 
old believers. 
Against 
the dissidents are enumerated a thou- 
sand and one peculiar heresies. 
The old believers who cling to the 
old liturgy and make the sign of the 
cross with three fingers instead of two 
were broken up into numerous sects, 
some discarding crosses and 
sacra­ 
ments, 
while 
others 
instituted 
an 
episcopate and priests 
of their own 
and dealt with all 
innovations from 
the west 
as inventions of 
the anti­ 
christ, eschewing tea, coffee and su­ 
gar and considering shaving wicked. 
These latter survived countless perse­ 
cutions for years, but nevertheless be­ 
came commercially the ablest class In 
Russia. 
Morality and wealth were the 
secrets of their strength. 
This branch 
of the old believers includes merchant 
princes of Moscow. 


Had a Much Harder Time. 
The humbler dissenters have had a 
muc h harder time, being hunted down 
until secretly they gave rise to a brood 
of strange sects. 
One 
preached re­ 
demption by suicide and a fiery or a 
bloody 
baptism, 
others 
worshiped 
images of Napoleon as the 
Messiah, 
believing he escaped to Siberia and 
would return some day and establish 
a reign of justice and peace, and still 
others, which are 
now 
practically 
wiped out, indulged in most licentious 
rites. 
The Stundists and Molkans of 
Southern Russia are now the principal 
native nonconformists. 
There are in 
all 
about 
12,000,000 
of 
these 
dis­ 
sidents.

Chicago, May I.—Anticipating that 
the day’s peace conferences in Mayor 
Dunne’s office would be futile, the Chi­ 
cago Federation 
of Labor, 
without 
waiting for announcement of the re­ 
sult of the negotiations, appealed to 
President 
Roosevelt 
and 
Governor 
Deneen for assistance in the teamsters’ 
strike. 
Fearing that troops may lie 
3ent to Chicago to preserve order dur- 
ing the strike, the labor organization 
has asked both the president and the 
governor to investigate the situation 
in Chicago before taking any such ac. 
tion. 
President Roosevelt will visit 
Chicago May 8, but it is the intention 
of the labor body to get in communica­ 
tion with him immediately. 
A determined effort on the part of 
Mayor Dunne and his peace commit­ 
tee, composed of five citizens, one of 
whom w'as a woman, to bring about an 
amicable settlement of the strike was 
an absolute failure, and all peace ne­ 
gotiations for the present at least have 
been declared off. 
The indications now’ 
are that the 
strike 
is bound 
to spread 
to other 
firms. 
Both sides seem determined in 
the stand they have taken. 
All mem­ 
bers of the employers' association will 
insist on all of their union teamsters 
making deliveries to the concerns al­ 
ready involved in the strike. 
A refus­ 
al on the part of any driver to comply 
with this request the 
employers de­ 
clare will 
be met with 
instant dis­ 
missal. 
The teamsters’ union has de­ 
clared that In every instance where a 
union teamster is discharged for this 
reason, every union driver employed 
by the firm making the dismissal will 
be ordered on strike. 
With both sides 
in this frame of mind, there seems to 
be nothing which can prevent a rapid 
spread of the strike. 


Streets Crowded With Wagons. 


Chicago had on her working clothes 
Sunday. 
From 
early morning 
until 
late at night the down town 
streets 
w’ere 
crowded 
with 
heavily 
laden 
wagons and trucks. 
Believing that the fight now going 
on for 
supremacy between 
the Em­ 
ployers* association of Chicago and 
the union teamsters 
is to be a pro­ 
tracted one, the business men of the 
city took advantage of the suspension 
of regular business to procure an extra 
supply 
of 
material 
and 
supplies. 
Every available team was brought into 
use during the day for the purpose of 
replenishing coal bins and to obtain 


_______________

otEer material necessary to the trans­ 
action of business. 
Monday being the 
first of May, moving day in Chicago, 
the furniture van in the residence dis­ 
tricts added tx) the week day appear­ 
ance 
of the city. 
Fearing 
that the 
furniture drivers might become involv 
ed in the 
difficulty, the 
majority of 
those who under 
normal conditions 
would have sought their new homes 
Monday, decided to take no chances 
and made the change Sunday. 
While all these preparations were 
going 
on for an emergency, 
efforts 
were being made 
in Mayor Dunne’s 
office to bring about 
a peaceable ad­ 
justment of the strike. 
A committee 
representing the Employers’ associa­ 
tion met a peace committee consisting 
of Bishop 
Anderson, 
Jonkin 
Lloyd 
Jones, Dr. Kirsch, Miss Jane Addams 
and Dr. Cornelia de Rey. 
At the end 
of this conference a committee repre­ 
senting the unions met the citizens’ 
committee and went over the entire 
situation. 


Appealed to the President. 


The Chicago 
Federation of 
I.abor 
was also busy considering the strike 
situation. 
Believing 
that the 
team­ 
sters are justified in the fight they are 
making, the Federation passed a reso­ 
lution stating that as the employers’ 
association had decided to try to crush 
out of existence all labor organizations 
and had also decided to refuse all over­ 
tures for arbitration into the facts caus­ 
ing the present industrial conditions, 
the Federation of Labor 
resolved to 
request President Roosevelt. Governor 
Deneen and Mayor Dunne to investi­ 
gate the situation 
before complying 
with any request for the use of troops 
in Chicago during 
the present diffi­ 
culty. The president of the Federation 
w'as instructed to appoint a committee 
to lay the facts i>efore President Roose­ 
velt, 
Governor Deneen 
and 
Mayor 
Dunne. 
The conferences in Mayor Dunne’s 
office lasted six hours and the peace 
commission appointed by the mayor 
failed utterly in its 
efforts to bring 
about a settlement of the strike. 
The 
plan for 
an armistice of 
forty-eight 
hours was rejected by both sides, as 
was also an offer later made by the 
representatives of the labor men, who 
asked that a committee of five citizens 
be appointed to arbitrate the matter. 
After the conferences, which were 
held in secret, the peace committee is­ 
sued a statement saying no plan was 
found acceptable to bring 
about an 
adjustment of the difficulty, and add­ 
ing: 
“The representatives of the employ­ 
ers refused to accept any commission 
or means of arbitration which was sug­ 
gested, 
while the 
laboring men 
de­ 
clared their readiness to acquiesce in 
the plan of submitting the controversy 
to persons commanding 
the respect 
aud confidence of the community.”

employers spent the 
day in making 
preparations for the corning week and 
it was staled that hundreds of men 
had been secured since Saturday who 
will be put on wagons. 
Early in the day a mob of SOO men 
and 
boys, headed 
by a number 
of 
striking teamsters, raided the main 
stables 
of the Employers’ 
Teaming 
company and stampeded the animals. 
This was a violation of the federal in­ 
junction 
issued by Judge 
Kohlsaat. 
The names of the union men involved, 
it is said, have been secured and they 
will he brought into court. 
William and Harry Grady, picture 
frame manufacturers, who were shot 
early in the day and seriously wound­

rent, but lack confirmation. 
People were crushed to death by the 
falling of the 
heavy walls of adobe 
houses. 
Trees, fences, telegraph and 
telephone 
poles, 
corrugated 
roofs, 
I chimneys, walls and debris of all Im- 
] aginable kinds strew the streets. 
Houses have been turned into hos­ 
pitals. 
Physic inns are busy at tending 
to the injured and it is thought no ad­ 
ditional deaths will result.. 
Dr. Hamil­ 
ton of the United States marine hos­ 
pital service has placed 150 tents with 
equipment at the disposal of the home­ 
less. 
The property damage is heavy. 
Not 
one of the group of magnificent build­ 
ings of t he city escaped damage. 
How 
any one quartered in the various in­ 
stitutions escaped 
is considered mi­ 
raculous, ac the walls were totally de­ 
molished. 
The storm made its appearance from 
the southwest, In the northwest corner 
of Lampassas, Mex., 1-5
